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DEMOGRAPHIC The tragic events of the last few weeks lend new sig- 
PROBLEMS OF nificance to the population pressure in Poland which 
POLAND was a basic factor in so many of the social and eco- 
nomic problems of the Republic. A discussion of the 
subject is handicapped by the lack of reliable statistics. Before 
1914 the area was divided among the German, the Austro-Hungarian, and 
the Russian empires; there were no comparable census and vital sta- 
tistics for the entire area. Though Poland was unified at the end 
of the War, she spent two years after 1918 fighting Russian forces. 
Hence, the Census of 1921 was taken in avery unstable period and has 
large but unknown errors and omissions. The Second Polish Census, 
that of 1931, is the only reasonably reliable one for the Republic. 
Comparison of registration and census data indicates that official 
birth and death rates are inaccurate and that the margin of error 
varies widely from group to group and place to place. 





Before the war of 1914-1918 Poland was growing rapidly in spite 
of heavy emigration. The annual natural increase was between 15 and 
20 per 1,000 population. The total population increased from 24,019 
thousand in 1895 to 30,310 thousand in 1914, a net gain of 6,291 
thousand, or 26 per cent of the population at the beginning of the 
period. However, the natural increase from 1895 to 1914 was 8,826 
thousand; a net emigration of 2,535 thousand absorbed approximately 
29 per cent of the total natural increase. At the beginning of the 
twentieth century Poland had about 6 per cent of the population of 
Europe and furnished 30 per cent of the net European migration. In 
the 43 years from 1871 through 1913 there was a net emigration of 
about 3,500 thousand persons. Of these, 1,250 thousand went to some 
other part of Europe (850 thousand toGermany, 200 thousand to Russia, 
150 thousand to Austria-Hungary, and 50 thousand elsewhere), and 2,250 
thousand went outside Europe, including 1,900 thousand to the United 
States. In addition there was a large seasonal migration. Central 
and Southern Poland were annually furnishing half amillion seasonal 
laborers to Germany before 1914. 


The demographic effects of the World War were catastrophic. The 
official population estimates show a decline from 30.3 million on 
January 1, 1914 to 26.3 million on January 1, 1919, a net loss of 
four million persons in five years. The loss in relation to the 1914 
population was 13.3 per cent for the entire country, 28.4 for the 
East, 12.9 for the Center, 8.8 for the South, and 4.0 for the West. 
There was an excess of 365 thousand deaths over births inall Poland 
for 1914-1918, and a loss of 3,663 thousand by migration. Fogelson 
estimates this loss by War-time migration as greater than the balance 
of forty-three years of pre-War migration. 


The years 1919-1922 brought a sharp change. Szulc'3 estimates 
show a substantial net immigration, but Fogelson believes there was 
actually anet emigration of about 127 thousand persons. The period 
was one of active repatriation. Approximately 1,134 thousand persons 
entered Poland across the eastern border alone. On the other hand, 
the West lost an estimated 260 thousand repatriated Germans. After 














1920 emigration increased somewhat up to 1930, but it never assumed 
its pre-War importance. By 1927, the large excess of births over 
deaths had brought the population to its pre-War size. In the years 
1931-1936 there was virtually no net emigration. Even seasonal emi- 
gration had almost disappeared. In the years 1926-1930 only 80 thou- 
sandayear went to Germany compared with one-half million before the 
War. By 1936 seasonal emigration was chiefly represented by 20 thou- 
sand persons going to Latvia. 


Thus in the post—War period emigration ceased to form an effec- 
tive outlet for the surplus population of Poland, and the wages of 
Seasonal emigrants became an unimportant factor in the national in- 
come. Although the birth rate declined from 43.5 in 1896-1900 to 
34.7 in 1921-1925 and 24.4 in 1938, population continued to accumu- 
late. There was an increase from 32,107 thousand in 1931 to an es- 
timated 34,354 thousand in 1937, an annual percentage growth of 1.22. 
The yearly excess of births over deaths was 322 thousand in 1921 and 
rose to 544 thousand in 1925. After 1950 it declined substantially 
but was still as much as 374 thousand in 1937. 


The backward demographic state of the country, despite the de- 
cline of birth and death rates, is indicated by the infant mortality 
rate of 140 per 1,000 live births in 1938. The expectation of life 
at birth for males, according to the 1931-1932 life tables, was only 
48.2 years, increasing to 56.9 at age l. 


In 1931, 60.6 per cent of the population was dependent on agri- 
culture, and only 19.4 per cent was dependent on industry. In gen- 
eral, the proportion dependent on agriculture increased from west to 
east. In Slask, LédZ, Pozar, and Pomorze it wasl2.2, 48.6, 47.1, 
and 51.5 respectively, contrasted with 74.7, 79.6, 79.4, 80.6, 82.4, 
and 72.3 per cent in Stanislawéw, Tarnopol, Wolyf, Polesie, Nowo- 
grédek, and Wilno. There were also large differences in the density 
of the agricultural population. As this issue's cover chart shows, 
density was relatively low in the poor areas of the East, and in the 
productive areas along the German Border. It was high in Central 
Poland and very high in the South. 

The degree of dependence on agriculture and the density of the 
agricultural population do not fully reveal the seriousness of the 
agrarian problem. Polish agriculture has been characterized by low 
‘productivity associated with inadequate fertilization, excessive re- 
liance on cereal crops, persistence of strip cultivation, and wide- 
spread prevalence of family holdings too small for subsistence. For 
example, the average wheat yield in the decade 1928-1937 was 17.5 
bushels per acre as compared with 47 for Denmark, 35 for Sweden, and 
29 for Norway. 


As the cover chart shows, wheat yields were low not only in the 
poor farming areas of the East but also in the most densely populated 
agricultural area, the Subcarpathian Lowland extending through Kra- 
kéw, Lwow, Stanislawow, and Tarnopol. Here the fragmentation of 
holdings is excessive and the unit yield is low despite rich loess 
soils. For example, in 1928-1937 the average wheat yield for the 
four counties with the highest density of agricultural population 
ranged from 7.6 to14.3 bushels per acre. There islittle industrial- 
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ization in this region. Prior to 1914 it was one of the major sources 
of trans—oceanic emigration. With emigration cut off, the natural 
increase piled up in rural areas to form acute hidden unemployment. 
Oberlander estimated this surplus agricultural population in all Po- 
land at 43 per cent of the total number of persons dependent on agri- 
culture. He estimated the surplus at 67 per cent for Krakéw, 62 for 
Lwow, 60 for Stanislawéw, and 58 for Tarnopol. 


Rural poverty was reflected in urban poverty and generally low 
cultural levels. Industrial wages were low because of the downward 
pull of the rural masses and the inefficiency of poorly educated 
workers. In 1931, 23.1 per cent of the population aged 10 and over 
was illiterate. In cities the percentage was 8.9 for men and 15.0 
for women, but in rural districts 21.3 for men and 33.4 for women. 
In this, as in other characteristics, the East and West were sharply 
differentiated. Illiterates constituted 53.9 per cent of the rural 
population in Polesie and 52.3 per cent in Wolym. On the other hand 
they amounted to only 3.4, 5.0, and 1.5 per cent in the rural areas 
of Poznan, Pomorze, and Slask. 


The 1931 statistics of housing give an indication of the general 
level of living. There were nearly two million urban residences; 36,5 
per cent of these had only one room, and 32.3 per cent had only two 
rooms. There were nearly four and one-half million rural residences, 
of which 51.4 per cent had only one room and 35.3 per cent had only 
two rooms. In 1931, Warsaw had a total population of more than a 
million; 67.0 per cent of its residences had only one or two rooms. 
The average number of persons per room was 3.98 in residences with 
one room, 2.38 in those with two rooms, 1.71 in those with three 
rooms, and 1.09 in those with four or more rooms. 


It is apparent that the demographic problems of the Republic were 
extremely difficult. Each year about 400 thousand persons were added 
to an already redundant population; and no important migratory out- 
lets were open. The declining rate of natural increase pointed to an 
ultimate, but not immediate, relief from growing pressure. Meanwhile 
the backward agrarian economy of adensely settled country was yield- 
ing low levels of living and inferior education for its population. 


To meet these problems, Ormicki and other students advocated a 
program of planned emigration, agrarian reform, industrialization, 
urbanization, and development of communication. Some of the reforms 
were carried out, and plans for others were dram. Agrarian reform 
was one of the major political issues throughout the existence of the 
Republic. From 1919 to 1938 over six million acres of large estates 
were broken up. More than two million acres remained to be redistribu- 
ted under the agrarian reform law. The Pripet Marshes of Polesie, if 
drained, would have provided four million acres of new farm land. The 
project wasnot undertaken, primarily because the Marshes were regard- 
ed as a necessary safeguard against invasion from the East. In any 
event, internal colonization and population redistribution were in- 
sufficient to do more than slightly alleviate the pressure. 


In recent years the Polish government had initiated large scale 
investments to promote industrialization. The most ambitious plans 
were for the modernization and industrialization of the Central Dis-— 








trict, the area between the cities of Warsaw, Krakéw, and Lwow, which 
possessed labor and raw materials that could not beeffectively util- 
ized in agriculture. These and other plans have only historical in- 
terest now. No information is available asyet about the dislocations 
of populations brought by the present war. However, the problems of 
acute population pressure in the area exist regardless of temporary 
or permanent changes in sovereignty, and they probably will be further 
intensified by war and its aftermath. 


A related population problem, and one that provided at least the 
rationalization for the present invasions, was the diversity of lan- 
guage and nationality. The Polish Census of 1931 contained a ques- 
tion on mother tongue that, whatever its merits or deficiencies, af- 
fords the most recent official information on the nationality compo- 
sition of the country. /l ForallPoland, 68.9 per cent of the people 
reported Polishas their mother tongue. Next came Ukranian with 10.1, 
and Yiddish or Hebrew with 8.6. /2 Although various nationalities 
tended to be concentrated in particular areas, none inhabited solid 
blocks to the complete exclusion of all others. For instance, the 
highest percentage of Polish was 92.3 in Slask, the lowest, 14.5 in 
Polesie. The highest percentage of Ukranian was 68.0 in Woly#; of 
Ruthenian, 22.0 in Stanislaw6w; of White Russian, 39.1 in Nowogrédek; 
of German, 9.8 in Pormorze; of Yiddish and Hebrew, 28.5 in the City 
of Warsaw, 


With the publication of the Russo-German frontier dilineation of 
September 29, 1939, it is possible to estimate the nationality com- 
position (in 1931) of the areas assigned to each of the two powers. 
The proportionate distribution of the linguistic groups as. between 
the two areas is presented in the table below. 


Germany secured 62.4 per cent of the total population of the 
former Republic, 78.1 per cent ofthe Poles, and 88.7 per cent of the 
Germans. Russia got over ninety per cent of the Slavs other than 
Poles. The Jews, who are spread over the country more evenly than 
any other linguistic group, are divided practically in the same pro- 
portion as the total population, 62.2 per cent to Germany, 37.8 per 
cent to the U.S.S.R. 


The new German Poland is more Polish than the Polish Republic. 
Of its population 86.3 per cent are Polish-speaking, in contrast to 
68.9 per cent for the old Poland. Jews (8.5 per cent) and a small 
minority of German-speaking people (3.3 per cent) are the only other 
important groups, the remainder (1.9 per cent) being mostly Ukranians 
and Ruthenians. The area taken by the U.S.S.R. is less homogenous, 
no group forming a majority. The largest minority is Polish, with

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40.1 per cent of the total population, as contrasted with 435.7 per 
cent for all the other Slavic groups combined. 


The new partition of Poland may have brought about a more sat— 
isfactory disposition of national groups from the German and Russian 
points of view. Nevertheless, the two powers will still be faced 
with a fundamental condition of overpopulation accentuated by war and 
by the economic and social readjustments which must follow the new 
political alignments. 


The pressures of overpopulation are notequally distributed over 
Poland. As may be seen in the cover chart, the most serious pressures 
are in the South, the least severe in the North and West. In general 
it may be said that the lines of population pressure run east and west, 
whereas the new political boundary runs north and south. 


As aresult, both Germany and Russia have acquired problem areas. 
In general Germany has seized the industrial areas, and those with 
the most efficient agriculture, but she has also taken Krakow, the 
province with greatest density of agricultural population. Further- 
more, the better areas of Western and Central Poland are also those 
in which the agricultural resources have been more effectively ex-

ploited, so that there are no large areas available for agricultural 
settlement. The only such area in the Polish Republic was the Pripet 
Marsh district in Polesie. This province is one of those assigned to 
the U.S.S.R., a country already "land-poor" from a plethora of simi- 
lar territory that ithas not had the capital to reclaim and develop. 
Poland can offer little outlet for any excess German population. It 
is more likely that the Poles, if incorporated in the Reich, would 
prove to be a threat to the higher German standard of living. 


In view of this situation it is interesting to speculate on the 
probable outcome of rumored plans to resettle German minorities from 
Eastern Europe and the Baltic countries in the Polish Corridor (the 
Provinces of Pomorze and Poznan). Even though the Corridor suffers 
as little from overpopulation as any part of Poland, the settlement of 
two million persons of German blood, or any large part of them, would 
create a population pressure comparable to that in the poorest areas 
of the Republic, a pressure felt alike by German and Pole. If the 
Poles in the area were dispossessed and driven into other parts of 
Poland, an even more serious situation would be created in an area 
already among the most over-—crowded in Europe. 


The above resume relies primarily on the data of the Polish Cen- 
sus of 1931; the publications of Edward Szturm de Sztrem, Stephan 
Szulc, and Samuel Fogelson of the staff of the Central Statistical 
Office of Poland, and of Wiktor Ormicki; the report of the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture on Population and Agriculture, with 
Special Reference to Agricultural Overpopulation (League of Nations 
C.18.M,10.1939. Conf. E.V.R.6.); and Theodor Oberlander's Die Agrar- 
ische Uberbevélkerung Polens (Berlin, Volk, und Reich Verlag, 1935). 











MILITARY MANPOWER With the outbreak of war in Europe it is rele- 

IN EUROPE vant to consider the number of men of military 

age at the disposal of the belligerent powers 

and their neutral neighbors. The number of males of ages 15-29, 30- 

44, and total 15-44 in each European country is presented in Table 
6 of the Statistics Section. 





A comparison of the belligerents according to recent estimates 
reveals that Germany and the Allies are not far apart in available 
manpower, if Poland is disregarded. Germany, including only the Ger- 
man areas (the Reich prior to the seizure of Bohemia and Moravia in 
‘March, 1939), has some 18,600 thousand men aged 15-44. France has 
less than half this number, about 8,700 thousand. The estimate for 
the United Kingdom, including Northern Ireland, is 10,800 thousand, 
giving France and Britain a total of about 19,500 thousand. 


In addition to the above, France and England have an unpredict- 
able source of manpower in their colonies and in the pledged re- 
sources of the British Overseas Dominions. These last have a total 
of some 5,200 thousand white males 15-44. 


In addition to her German population, Germany presumably has at 
her command the human resources of Slovakia and the Protectorate of 
Bohemia and Moravia, areserve of perhaps 3,200 thousand men of mili- 
tary age (recent estimates are not available). Though these men pro- 


























bably will not be used as soldiers, they may be valuable as substi- 
tutes for Germans on farms and in factories. 


Obviously these comparisons are a rough measure of only one 
element in military power. Though Poland had more men 15-29 than 
France, the recent campaign indicated that she is not comparable to 
France as a kinetic military force, presumably because of differ- 
ences in the training, organization, and morale of the men, as well 
as in the material resources at their command. 


Among the "neutrals" of the moment Russia is outstanding with 
over 32,000 thousand in the military ages, according to the 1926 cen- 
sus. (The results of the 1939 census are not yet available.) The 
weakness of the Baltic States in the face of Russian demands is under- 
standable when it is appreciated that Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania 
together have not many more than one million men of military age. The 
figures, in thousands, for neutrals most frequently mentioned as pos- 
sible combatants follow in order of magnitude: Italy, 9,344; Roumania, 
4,089; Turkey, 3,025; Netherlands, 2,010; Belgium, 1,913; Switzer- 
land, 984; and Finland, 924. 


As would be expected, the proportion of men in the younger and 
most significant military ages varies from country to country. In 
the rapidly growing nations of Southern and Eastern Europe the 15- 
29 group is much larger than that 30-44. To a lesser extent the same 
situation prevails among countries neutral in the last war. Germany, 
France, and Belgium, on the other hand, have fewer men 15-29 than 
30-44, due to the combined effects of the war deficiencies in births 
and the declining fertility since 1910. 


Finally, it is ironical that the men most eligible for military 
Service today are the "war babies" of the last conflict, now 20-24 
years of age. These are small cohorts in all countries participant 
in the last war, due to the deficiency of births from 1915 to 1919. 
Thus, in Germany (including Austria and the Sudetenland) there were 
estimated to be 2,570 thousand men 20-24 at the beginning of 1939, 
but 3,370 aged 15-19 and 3,520 aged 25-29. 


RURAL MIGRATION IN A rapid growth of interest in the economic and 
THE UNITED STATES cultural problems centering around internal 

migration has been the most notable development 
in American demography during the past few years. It has given rise 
to one broad analysis, Migration and Economic Opportunity [see 2(3- 
4):Title 1548.], two outlines of research problems and procedures 
[see 5(1):Titles 351 and 353.], and a flood of serious studies from 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, the Works Progress Administra-— 
tion, agricultural colleges, and experiment stations. These latter 
have been so numerous and particularistic that none but the special- 
ist could keep abreast of them. A thorough-going comprehensive anal- 
ysis of rural migration was greatly needed. It is now available in 
Rural Migration in the United States by C.E. Lively and Conrad Taeu- 
ber (abstracted under Title 1888, this issue). 

















The purpose of the authors is to provide "... a better under- 
standing of the extent and nature of rural population movements and 





of the relation of these movements to such significant social and 
economic factors as quality of land, economic status, population 
growth, depression, drought, unemployment, and the need for public 
works programs and relief". 


Their general conclusion is that: "Experience indicates that mi- 
gration offers no general panacea for the problems of rural areas. 
Unguided migration has not been effective in preventing the need for 
relief, and planned resettlement must necessarily be onasmall scale 
in terms of the large numbers of poverty-stricken rural people. Ra- 
ther, a combination of directed migration, reduced birth rates, and 
improvement of social and economic conditions in general within over- 
populated areas seems to offer the soundest approach to solving the 
long-time problems of widespread need in rural areas." The book is 
indispensable even to the small demographic library. 





A POPULAR BOOK People, the Quantity and Quality of Population, by 
ON _ POPULATION Henry Pratt Fairchild, is an interestingly written 

book designed for persons easily frightened by tech- 
nical language and statistical evidence. The first few chapters deal 
with the reproductive potentialities of living species, the history 
of population growth, and the interrelations of natural resources, 
economic culture, population size, and levels of living. With this 
background, the Malthusian position is discussed, and neo-Malthusianism 
is developed as its logical extension. The decline in fertility is 
attributed largely to the success of birth control propaganda. Con- 
Sideration is given to optimum population, future population, popu- 
lation pressure as acause of war, the effect of international migra- 
tion on the population size, and problems of population quality par- 
ticularly as they bear on the formulation of eugenics prograus. 
People was released too late to be abstracted in this issue's Bib- 
liography but will be listed in that for January. It is published 
by Henry Holt and Company, New York. [315 pp. $3.00.] 








TUBERCULOSIS It has been suggested, but never adequately proved, 
AND that prevention and control of tuberculosis increase 
FAMILY SIZE the susceptibility of the stock by permitting the 
survival and reproduction of less resistant individ- 
uals. Curiously enough, little attention has been given to the pos- 
_ sibility that low fertility in tuberculous families might work in the 
opposite direction by curtailing the spread of infection and reducing 
the susceptible population. Numerous studies have shown the high mor- 
tality of persons in familial contact with tuberculosis, but hither- 
to little has been known of the effect of the disease on fertility 
or on the size of family. 








A study by Jean Downes on the Effect of Tuberculosis on the Size 
of Family (Title 1788, this issue) presents pertinent evidence for a 
small sample obtained in connection with a health survey of a rural 
area in Cattaraugus County, New York. Data are available for two 
series of tuberculous families. One group married between 1850 and 
1890, the other between 1900 and 1929. There are also two comparable 
series drawn from the general population. The data permit the compu- 
tation of cumulated birth rates and average sizes of families for suc- 
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cessive years following marriage. In the older group the tuberculous 
families were only slightly less fertile than the general population. 
Among couples married after 1900, the tuberculous families were much 
less fertile. 


In both groups the tuberculous families were smaller than those 
in the general population virtually throughout married life. In the 
earlier series the difference was largely due to the higher mortality 
of the tuberculous families. In the recent series both higher mor- 
tality and lower fertility were important. 


Commenting on the broader significance of the findings, Downes 
points out that: "The tendency of the tuberculous family unit to be 
eliminated more rapidly through a somewhat lower fertility operating 
in conjunction with anexcessively high mortality among offspring has 
probably been a factor contributing to the decline in the tuberculo- 
sis death rate which has been occurring overalong period of years."
